In an explosion Thursday afternoon 
on the extension of 
tho trolley line 
from Fen Mar to Blue Ridge .Summit 
Frank Nicklas had a hand and a foot 
blown off, a leg broken and 
his face 
disfigured in 
addition 
to 
severe internal injuries. 
Mr. Nicklas, w ho resides 
mile from Highfield, 
was 
on the blasting gang of workmen. 
He 
had set off a blast under a stump and 
then picked tip a ! k>x containing a per­ 
cussion cap and a stick of dynamite 
aud started to 
wulk away. 
He had 
not gotten more than a few feet, how­ 
ever, when the cap went off, exploding 
the dynamite. 
It is 
thought that a 
lighted match head caused the trouble. 
Nicklas had his left hand and 
foot 
blown off. hts left leg broken, face dis­ 
figured and was in te rra 'ly injured. He 
was at once removed to toe Chambers 
burg hosp in I, arriving there at 4 80 
o ’clock. 


The injured man 
is unmarried, 
but lioth of his parents are living. 
N icklas’ condition is considered very 
serious and it is not thought from tie 
Datura of his injuries that he can pos 
sibly recover. 
This is the second explosion of dyna 
mitt; which has occurred in that 
sec 
tion during the building of this trolley 
line.
